Claims 1-10: 

Document 1 discloses an optical device that utilizes 
a support with a near-zero or negative coefficient of 
thermal expansion . 

Document 2 discloses a method in which crystalline 
powder and/or non-crystalline powder is molded into a 
desired form and heat-processed at high temperature as one 
method for producing low thermal-expansive ceramics that 
require lithium aluminosilicate crystallization. 

Document 3 discloses ceramics with a low coefficient 
of thermal expansion which are formed by molding and 
sintering a powder that includes powdered lithia glass as 
one of its starting materials. 

A person skilled in the art could conceive of 
producing a support as in Document 1 using a sintering 
method such as seen in Documents 2 and 3 to limit the 
coefficient of thermal expansion to certain values. 
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
